To the Editor: In the December issue of THE CATHOLIC 
SCHOOL JOURNAL there appeared on page 10A under the head- 
ing of “School Activities” a subdivision called “Studying 
Paris Peace Pact.” I wish to call your attention to the fact 
that the writers of the pamphlets mentioned are not purvey- 
ors of information but propagandists pure and simple.

(i, The first three buildings of Marylhurst College for wom- 
en, at Portland, Oregon, overlooking the Willamette River, 
were recently dedicated. The event marked the seventy-first 
anniversary of the coming of the Sisters of the Holy Names 
of Jesus and Mary in the State of Oregon, and the first units 
mark the beginning of a group to be completed in the near 
future. Most Rev. Archbishop Howard and Rt. Rev. Edwin 
V. O’Hara, bishop-elect of Great Falls, Mont., were guests of 
honor. Sister Mary Joan is president of Marylhurst College. 

(, Pax Romana, an international union of Catholic students, 
with permanent headquarters at Freiburg, held its tenth con- 
gress at Munich, this year. Eighteen countries, 25 federations, 
and 60,000 students comprise the organization, which has as 
its motto, “Pax Christi in regno Christi.” At this recent con- 
gress, the latest activity approved is the issuance of a Vade 
Mecum for Catholic students desirous of studying in foreign 
lands. The publication will be issued from headquarters at 
Freiburg, and will include information regarding curricula, 
living conditions, religious surroundings, entrance require- 
ments, and other pertinent facts in practically any college or 
university in Europe. 

(7, St. Monica’s Church and School, built exclusively for 
the colored people of Raleigh, North Carolina, was dedicated 
by Bishop Hafey early in September and opened immediately. 
A church, school, convent, rectory, and extensive playground 
comprise the group at St. Monica’s Mission. Of the 155 
pupils in the school’s grades, not one is a Catholic as yet. 
Five Sisters of the Immaculate Heart of Mary, from Mary- 
wood College, Scranton Pa., are in charge. 

C, At the celebration of Liturgical Day at St. John’s Uni- 
versity, Collegeville, Minn., October 22, Rt. Rev. Abbot Al- 
cuin Deutsch, O.S.B., discussed the liturgy as a factor in 
nigher religious education, and Sister M. Estelle, O.P., Mary- 
wood College, Grand Rapids, Mich., spoke on the liturgy as 
it affects instruction in religion in the grade schools. 

Ci, Philadelphia parochial school children welcomed the Pied 
Piper of Healthland on November 17. Mrs. G. G. Levering, 
wearing the Piper’s gay costume, utilizes this unique method 
of gaining the children’s interest and teaching them health 
habits. The work is sponsored by the Philadelphia Health 
Council and Tuberculosis Committee.

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C, Plans for a new Catholic university to be built at a cost 
of $2,500,000, near Hobart, Indiana, were announced by Rev. 
Paul J. Kulka, superior of the Holy Savior province of the 
Franciscan Fathers. The Holy Savior province is the Slovak 
province of the Franciscan order, and the university will be 
situated at Hobart because of the great number of Czecho- 
slovakians in that area, yet will not be restricted to pupils of 
that nationality. 

(, Four South-End parochial schools in Chicago have re- 
sumed classes in home hygiene for girls in the sixth, seventh, 
and eighth grades. Home hygiene courses have become a ma- 
jor health objective in the Chicago parochial schools, and two 
courses are conducted yearly. Among the subjects covered are 
care of the infant and young child, home sanitation, personal 
hygiene, fundamental facts governing control of communica- 
ble disease, preventive measures, physical examinations, care 
of the sick in the home, and first-aid measures. All Saints, St. 
Anthony, Holy Rosary, and St. Solomea, are the schools hold- 
ing the courses this term. 

q, Rev. David C. Gildea, superintendent of parochial schools 
in Syracuse, N. Y., has announced that beginning with the 
January school term, the curriculum of the eighth grades in 
parish schools is to include the subjects of Latin and algebra 
in preparation for the student’s high-school courses. 

(, A schoolboy safety patrol was installed at St. John’s pa- 
rochial school at New Haven, near Ft. Wayne, Ind., on 
November 14 by the Fort Wayne Motor Club. The members 
of this patrol will be on duty at dangerous intersections near 
the school buildings. 

(, The new St. Patrick’s English College was solemnly 
blessed at Ottawa, Canada, early in November, by Most Rev. 
Guillaume Forbes, D.D., archbishop of Ottawa, at ceremonies 
attended by clergy from the archdiocese and the dioceses of 
Kingston, Pembroke, and Alexandria. Most Rev. Andrea Cas- 
sulo, D.D., apostolic delegate to Canada, also attended. 

C, Elaborate plans are being made to celebrate the golden 
jubilee of Marquette University, Milwaukee, Wis., in 1931. 
From a single building with 35 students, the school has grown 
into a $6,000,000 educational institution with 18 college build- 
ings, and a yearly enrollment of over 4,000. Rev. John F. 
McCormick, S.J., head of the department of philosophy and 
regent of the College of Journalism, is in charge of the cele- 
bration. 

(i, A thousand Catholic university men of various profes- 
sions, among them state officials, scientists, lawyers, and edu- 
cators, have joined in founding a Union of Catholic University 
Men in Austria, the object being to assert in a better way the 
Catholic contemplation of the world by means of organized 
forces. 

Ci, School taxes in the city of Pittsburgh would be consid- 
erably higher were it not for the fact that Catholics pay for 
the education of their own children. This point was brought 
out conclusively in the report for October of Rev. Paul E. 
Campbell, superintendent of parochial schools in the Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., diocese. Father Campbell revealed that the aver- 
age cost of educating a pupil in the commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania is $76 per annum, but the average cost of educating 
each child in the public schools of Pittsburgh is $126.59 per 
year. If the savings of the city through the maintenance of 
parochial schools was figured on this basis, the amount saved 
is in excess of $5,300,000. 

(i, Miss Dorothy Slayton, a graduate of St. John’s Law 
School, New York, N. Y., has been named in a nation-wide 
contest, conducted by the Iota Tau Tau, national legal frater- 
nity, as the woman achieving the highest law scholastic stand- 
ing in the country. 

(, More than 2,000 children in 16 parochial schools of St. 
Louis, Mo., received health examinations in October, accord-
